Rules for the admission of students to the Lower Primary Scholarship Examination, and for the * 
award of Lower Primary Scholarships. 


1. A student who does not appear from any school, or who has been transferred within 
six months of the date of the examination, without the consent of the Deputy Inspector of 
Schools, to the school from which he appears, will be treated as a private student. 

2. A private student should be identified to the satisfaction of the Deputy Inspector, 
and should also furnish a certificate of character from some known and responsible person, 

8. All private candidates from the same district should appear at the head-quarters ' 


tre, 

4. Bond fide teachers will be admitted to the examination without fee and without 
certificate, but the Deputy Inspector may exclude from the examination a teacher whose ~ 
conduct is unsatisfactory. .* 

5. Schoolboys declared unfit by their masters will not be allowed to appear at the 
examination. 

6. Six months’ continuous study before the date of the examination at the same school 
(or at different schools, if transferred with the Deputy Ingpector’s sanction) will entitle a boy # 
to ap as a school-student. ; 

Pandidates from the third classes of upper primary schools are required to pass the Lower 
Primary Scholarship Examination as a condition of promotion to the second class, and of 
subsequent admission to the Upper Primary Scholarship Examination. Candidates from the 
fifth classes of middle schools may also, at the discretion of the District Board or of the 
District Committee of Public Instruction, be admitted to the lower primary examination. 
All these candidates, however, shall be ineligible for scholarships. 

7. No student, after passing the examination, will be again admitted to it. 

8. A school infringing any of these rules will forfeit the right to send up candidates 
for scholarships, independently of any other punishment that may be adjudged to the 
offending teacher. 

9. Students obtaining admission to the examination under false statements will be 
ineligible for pass certificates, and will not be allowed to appear at any future departmental 
examination. Students detected in using unfair means are also ineligible for pass certificates. 

10. All F nig ene 2 of the Deputy Inspector under thg, foregoing rules are subject 
to revision by the Inspector. 


Lower Primary Scholarships for boys. 


11. These scholarships are open to candidates from all primary schools, whether aided 
or unaided; but no primary school for boys will be permitted to send up candidates in the 
same year for both lower and upper primary scholarships. 

12. Not more than one scholarship, upper or lower, will be awarded in any year to boys 
from the same school. No candidate above the age of 11 years will be eligible for a lower 
primary scholarship. 

13. The examination for lower primary scholarships will be conducted in the books and 
subjects prescribed from time to time by the Department, and, unless otherwise ordered by tha 
Department, in the same question-papers for all the districts of one division, The papers will be 
set by persons selected by the Inspector. The arrangements for supervising the esamina- 
tion and conducting the vivé voce portion will be made, and the answers of candidates will be 
examined, by persons appointed for those purposes respectively by the District Board or, in 
non-schedule districts, by the Deputy Commissioner in consultation with the Inspector. 
Upon the results of the examination the scholarships will be awarded by the District Board 
in consultation with the Deputy Inspector, or, as the case may be, by the Deputy Commis- 
sioner in consultation with the District’'Committee of Public Instruction, A small fee may 
be charged to candidates for admission to the examination. 7 

It shall be competent to the District Board or the District Committee of Public Instrue- 
tion to set apart some scholarships for particular tracts or classes of schools, which may 
be deemed deserving of special encouragement on account of their less advanced state or for 


other reasons. 

14, ach scholarship will be of the value of Rs, 2 month, and will be tenable for 
two years, conditionally on the good conduct, regular attendance, and satisfactory _—— 
of the holder, at any upper primary, middle vernacular, or middle English school. If there 
is no middle or upper sass eee in the neighbourhood, it may, with the special sanction 
of the Director, be held ina high school. No scholarship may be withdrawn from its holder 
for misconduct, or for any other cause, without the sanction of the District Board or District 
Committee of ¢ Instruction.

Regulations for the Sreegopal Basu Malik Fellowship. 


The following Rules have been approved between the Donor and the Syndicate of the 
University :— 

1. Name.—The uame of this Endowment shall be the Sreegopal Basu Mallik Fellow- 
ship. 
‘ . 2, Object-—Its object is to encourage and promote Sauskrit learning and Vedantic 
studies. 

8. Term.—The term of the Eudowment shall be for five vears, commencing from the 
lst of July 1897. 

4. Amount.—The amount of the Endowment shall be an annual sum of Rs. 5,000 
secured by a registered bond in favour of the University to be executed by Babu Sreegopal 
Basu Mallik, which sum is to be paid on the lst of June in each year, the first payment to 
be made in the 1st of June 1897. 

5. How to be eapended.—Out of such sum of Rs. 5,000 the sum of Rs, 4,800 shall be 
expended upon the remuueration of a Fellow to be appointed as hereinafter mentioned, and so 
much of the residue as may be necessary shall be expended upon a gold medal to be given 
as also hereinafter mentioned. 

6. Advertisements for candidates—So soon as may be after these rules shall be agreed 
upon, the Syndicate of the University shall advertise, as it may think fit, for candidates for 
the Fellowship. 

7. Qualifications of candidates—Hindu graduates of the Calcutta University, or any 
other Hindus without distinction of caste, who may have made the Vedanta their special 
study, are to be eligible as candidates, 

Applications —Kach caudidate must send up to the Registrar, by such date as may 
be fixed by the Syndicate, certificates of his qualification and at least fifteen copies of a 
Synopsis, printed in either English or Bengali, of at least 12 lectures to be delivered by him 
during the course of two years 1n the subjects hereinafter mentioned. 

9. Selection of candidate.—Of the candidates, the names of three or of such less number 
as in the opinion of the Syndicate may alone be qualified shall be sent with such remarks 
with reference to the qualifications of such candidates, as to the Syndicate may seem fit, to 
Babu Sreegopal Basu Mallik, who will forthwith determine to which of such three candidates 
the fellowship is to be awarded, 

10. Failure to appoint Fellow,—Should in any year no Fellow be appointed, the annual 
amount of the endowment shall be applied towards endowing a second Fellowship in a 
subsequent year according to the rules hereinbefore contained ; or towards such other e¢uca- 
on purpose as tne Syndicate may, with the approval of the Donor or his representative, 

etermine. 


11. When Founder omits to select—Should Babu Sreegopal Basu Mallik not communi- 
cate his selection to the Syndicate within a fortnight after the names have been sent to him, 
the Syndicate may determine to which of such candidates the Fellowship is to be awarded, 
and such award shall be final. 

12. Consultation as to selection.—In selecting candidates, the Syndicate shall have power 
to consult the Board of Studies, or avy other body or persons whom it may think fit. 

18. Oanvassing.—Under no circumstance will any candidate, or any one on his behalf, 
de allowed to canvas directly or indirectly for his appointment, or in any way to commuuicate 
with regard thereto with any member of the Syndicate, or with Babu Sreegopal Basu Mallik, 
or with anyone acting on his behalf. 

14. Disqualification by canvassing —Should the Syndicate at any time ascertain from 
the informatiou of one of their number or from Babu Sreegopal Basu Mallik or anyone 
acting on his behalf that a candidate has in any way been an accessory to or coguizant of 
such canvassing or communication, it shall declare him to be disqualified, and if he has been 





‘nominated to the fellowship shall declare him to be discharged therefrom, Such declaration 
shail be final, and on its being made all emoluments of the Fellow, whether accrued due or. 
not, shall at once cease, , ; ao i } 

15. Term of appointment.—The first Fellow shall be nominated for a term of two years 
to commence from the lst of July next, but it shall be competent to the Syndicate, without 
giving any reason and upon such grounés as it may think fit, at any time to declare the 
incumbency of such Fellow to be at an end at the expiration of one year from the date of the 
appointment. 

16. Discharge of Fellow.—The Syndicate may also at any time during the incumbenoy 
of any Fellow, when it considers that the Fellow is unfit for the disoharge of his duties or 
has improperly or insufficiently discharged them, or is otherwise unfit to hold this fellow- 
ship, declare him to be discharged. 

17. Finality of declaration.—A declaration made under this or the preceding rule shall 
be final, and on its being made the emoluments of the Fellow shall cease. 

18. Succeeding appointments.—On the death, resignation, or discharge of any Fellow, 
or on the expiration of the term of his Fellowship, a new Fellow shall be appointed in acoord- 
ance with the preceding rules. 

19. Founder's nominee or heirs to take his place—In the event of the death or incapacity 
of Babu Sreegopal Basu Mallik during the pendency of these rules, such person as may be 
nominated in any way by him in writing, or in the absence of such nomination his son or 
other senior male member of his family may perform the duties which by these rules devolve 
upon Babu Sreegopal Basu Mallik. 

20. Duty of Fellow.—It sball be the duty of the Fellow to be nominated as aforesaid to 
devote himself entirely during the term of his Fellowship to the study and research of 
Sanskrit learning with special reference to the Vedanta System of Philosophy. 

21. To confine himself to the work,—He shall not embark in or continue in any other 
occupation or profession during the term of his Fellowship. 

22. Regular classes in Vedanta to be held.—The Fellow is, in communication with the 
Registrar, to hold regular classes in Vedanta at least twice a week for such term as may be 
fixed by the Syndicate at such time and place as may be arranged by the Registrar, at which 
portions of the Yoga Vasistha, Upanishad, the Gita or other standard Vedanta text-books 
shall be expounded. ‘The lectures will be open to the general public, ‘ 

23. Lectures.—He will be further required to deliver, in the course of each year of his 
Fellowship, at least six lectures on the general principles of Hindu Philosophy with special 
reference to the Vedanta and the Upanishads. 

24. Language of Lectures.—Such lectures shall be delivered in Bengali or Moglish at 
the option of the Fellow. 

25. Altendance, time, and place of Lectures.—Such lectures shall be open to the public, 
and shall be delivered at such times and places as may be fixed by the Registrar of the 
University after reference to the Fellow for the time being. 

26, "Printing and binding of Lectures.—The lectures shall be printed at the expense of 
the Fellow as soon as possible after the completion of each year’s course, and shall he bound 
jn such manner as the Syndicate may direct. 

27, Delivery of copies to Registrar.—The Fellow shall deliver to the Registrar of the 
University, within four months from the expiration of each year of his Fellowship, 200 copies 
of such lectures so printed and bound without payment. 

28. Distribution —The Syndicate will determine to whom such copies are distributed, 
A dozen copies shall be reserved for the Donor or his representative, 

29. Default of Follow in printing, &c.—Should the Fellow omit within such period to 
deliver such copies, or should it at any time before the expiration of such period be apparent 
to the Syndicate that the Fellow will be unable to perform his duty in this behalf, the 
Syndicate may require the Fellow to deliver to them forthwith a complete and proper 
manuscript of the course of lectures which ought to have been so printed. 

On the manuscript being delivered to them, the Syndicate may cause two hundred copies 
to be printed and bound for distribution as aforesaid, and shall be entitled to recover the 
whole costs of such printing and binding from the Fellow. 

80. Default in delivering Mss,—Should the Fellow omit to deliver a complete and pro- 
per manuscript withia one month after notice has been given to him, the whole of the 
remuneration theretofore received by him in respect of the year in question shall become 
immediately payable to the University, and on recovery thereof the Syndicate may apply 
the same or any portion thereof for the purposes for which this endowment has been created 
in such manner as they may think fit. 

31. Copyright of Lectures.—In the case where money is payable to the University 
under rules 27 aud 28, the copyright of lectures delivered by the particular Fellow, whether 
within the year or not, shall belong to the University, In other cases it shall belong to the 
Follow. 

32.  Examination—The Fellow shall, after the expiration of such annual course, be 
required to hold an examination in the subject of the lectures for the year, He shall 
receive no extra remuueration therefor, 

‘he day and place of examination shall be fixed by the Registrar. ae pone 

Tbe number of papers, of questions, and the mode of marking, shall ordinarily be reat 
‘mined by the Fellow, but the Syndicate may from time to time make suca rules there 
they may think fit. 









. Such examination shall be open to \all Under-Graduates of the University, and to all 
Graduates thereof of not more than five years’ standing. % 

83. Result of Examination.—After the examination the Fellow shall certify to the 
Syndicate the name of the candidate who has passed first in such examination. " 

84... Award of medal.—The gold medal mentioned in rule five shall be presented to such 
candidate unless the Fellow should certify that no candidate has shown himself worthy 
thereof, in which case a second medal may, in the disoretion of the Syndicate, be given ia 
the following or in any subsequent year. 

85. Form and price of medal.—The Syndicate shall determine the form and price of the 
gold medal. 

86. Payment of Fellow.—The remuneration of the Fellow shall, unless the Syndicate 
skall otherwise direct, te paid to him by monthly instalments of Rs. 400 each, less Income 
tax, the first payment to be made on the first of the month succeeding his appointment. 

87. Default in holding examination. Should the Fellow omit, within what the Syndicate 
consider a reasonable time, to hold the examination, the Syndicate may arrange for the 
holding of such examination and shall be entitled to recover the cost thereof, including 
the payment of reasonable fees to an examiner, from the Fellow by deduction from 
his remuneration or otherwise. 

88. Ajleration of rules.—These rules may at any time be altered by the Syndicate, with 
the —— of Babu Sreegopal Basu Mallik or his representative.

‘Adidas -Eeoients are vot admitted under the age of 15 years, except to the 
spocial class for artisans, in which the age-limit is 12 years.

Resolved — Oe ae ay 
(1) That the following rules be adopted by the Committee for their guidance :— 


I. (a) A text-book other than a reader should in point of size be as short as possible 
consistently with clearness and reasonable completeness. 
(’) Where a book is not likely to be finished in one year, it may be put in the list 
as the text-book for two or more consecutive classes. 

II. (a) The get-up of a text-book should be neat, 80 as to create in the reader a liking 
for it; and all such aids to attention as the printing of important words in 
capitals, italics, or antique letters, and illustrations by pictures or diagrams 
should be freely availed of. 

() In an elementary text-book, directions for the teacher, if any, should all be 

collected together either at the beginning or at the end of the book or 

"given as footnotes, and matters not intended to be read by the student 
should not be mixed up with those intended to be read by him, 


III. The /anguage and style of a text-book should be concise and clear, simple and 
idiomatic, vulgar words and (as far as possible) provincialisms should be avoided; and the 
arrangement of the different heads or divisions of the book should be methodical). 

IV. Text-books on English Grammar and English Composition should, except for 
classes below the second in middle schools and the fifth in high schools, be written in 
English, 

=f V. A text-book should, as far as possible, aim at teaching rationally, and not 
mechanically. 

VI. An elementary text-book on any subject other than literature should only deal 
with those broad points of the subject which a general student can fairly be expected to retain 
in his memory ; and it should not bo encumbered with such details as can properly find a 
place only in books of reference or advanced text-books. 

VII. (a) Primers in Bnglish and Bengali should not contain spelling lessons with hard or 

unusual words. 

(3) Elementary text-books in Literature, when they are compilations, should, as a 
rule, consist of such selections from standard authors, as cau be easily explained 
to, and intelligently understood by, boys in this country; and the names 
of the authors and of the works from which the selections are made should 
always be mentioned. 


VIII. Text-books on Grammar should aim principally at teaching correct modes of speak« 
ing and writing, and the teaching of technical distinctions and niceties should be subservient 
to the principal object. 

1X. Books which embarrass and encumber the student with help, and think out everything 
for him instead of leaving him time to think for himself, as certain keys and books on com- 
position do, should not be approved as text-books. 

X. Books containing passages which are objectionable on moral, religious, or political 
grounds should never be approved as text-books. 

XI. Every new text-book on any subject should have in it either the merit of being 
cheap or of containing something really new and useful in point of matter or form, to justify 
its existence ; and no book should be approved which appears to have been copied or plagiarised 
from some other book without acknowledgment.
